BIO PENSION HONKY. 


Widow Ie Norway Berate** nark Pay 
A m ount lo g la Ste, I KH). 
* W ashington, Dec. 24. — A pension 
has been granted to the widow of Kund 
Knudsen, a soldier in the late war, the 
back pay of which aggregates over 
$4,000. 
The man was a native of Nor­ 
way and was married to the woman 
who now gets tho pension in April, 1856. 
Knuden emigrated to this country in 
1861, enlisted Jan. 
27, 1862 in Com­ 
pany H., Fifteenth regiment, Wiscon­ 
sin volunteers, infantry, and dux! in the 
service Oct. 16, 1863. 
In connection with the allowance of 
of the claim the pension office makes 
the following statem ent: 
“On August 
31, 1894, SI years after the soldier's 
death, the 
widow, who had never 
left Norway, applied for a pension. 
\Ipder the present laws she has title, 
and the claim must be allowed, grant­ 
ing arrears of pension from the date of 
the soldier's death, making the first 
payment amount to between four and 
five thousand dollars. 
In all claims filed subsequent to July 
I, 1880 and prior to June 7> 1888, pen- 
•ions, if allowed, would begin from date 
of filing the application. 
On the latter 
date, however, an act w as passed which 
provides that all pensions granted to 
widows hereafter shall commence from 
the date of the soldier’s death.

The award now 
made amounts to $294,181.91, to which 
is to be added interest which will in­ 
crease the total about 50 per cent.

before it. 
Payment, under the treaty, 
m ust be made within six month*.'’

Chicago, Dec. 24.—Fire broke out Lost 
evening in the basement of the 5-story 
building at 104 Madison street, the first 
floor and basement of which were occu­ 
pied by the Toeetti Cafe aud Restaurant 
company and the second floor by the 
billiard parlors of Frank Mussey. 
The 
blaze was insignificant at first aud a 
crowd of people gathered on the side­ 
walk in front of the building to watch 
the work of the firemen, 
About one 
dozen policemen were busily engaged 
in pushing back the throng, when a 
terrific explosion of natural gas took 
place. The building was badly wrecked, 
(he windows, windowgratings, sidewalk 
lights and manhole covers were hurled 
into the air aud fell among the crowd. 
Dozens of people were thrown from 
their feet and 23 were injured, but only 
one fatally. 
The explosion caused a wild panic iu 
the street aud in the frantic rush for 
safety which followed many people 
were thrown down aud trampled upon. 
That many were not killed and many 
more injured was little short of a mir- 
• Ie. 
Mussey’s billiard parlors were filled 
with players when the explosion came 
aud the men who had paid little atten­ 
tion to the small blaze in the basement 
appreciated the situation at its proper 
value when the windows went sailing 
into the street and plaster began to 
comedown on their beads. 
Many of 
them escaped by the stairway, some 
took to the fire escape and those who 
were left wore taken out by the fire­ 
men. The fire spread through the build­ 
ing with great rapidity after the expln 
(don aud within IO minutes it wa* blaz­ 
ing fiercely. The severe weather caused 
much of the water to freeze, and within 
an hour the building resembled an ice­ 
berg with a furnace iii its interior. 
From the tune tile tire broke out nntil 
after midnight truffle was entirely sus­ 
pended on the west side and north side 
streetcar lines. 
The loss te estimated at $125,000, of 
which $90,000 will fall oil the Tosetti 
company. $20,000on Massey and $15,000 
on Morris Roseufeld, the owner of the 
building.

CLEV ELAN D CON FLAGRA TIO N. 


N early a W ill,an D ollars’ W o rth of P ro p ­ 
e rty W iped O ut. 
C l e v e l a n d . Dec. 24.—Fire broke out 
in the business center pf the city last 
•gening and, fanned bv a high north­ 
west wind, destroyed property worth 
nearly $1,0 0 0,0 00. 
The Power block on 
Frankfort street, six stories high, and 
made of brick, was consumed above the 
second story, and the rear of the brick 
Wilshire block, six stones high, front­ 
ing on Superior street, was burned. 
The fire started by the explosion of a 
large can of beuziuc iu the lithograph­ 
ing establishment of Johns & Co. in the 
Power block. 
Windows wer 
l-»wi» 
out and several employes r-v; p ! a ith 
difficulty by the fire escapes aud a bridge 
leading to the Wilshire block. 
The loss 
of Johns & Go. is $50,000, covered by 
insurance. The other occupants of the 
building were small m anufacturing con­ 
cerns. 
The block was worth about 
$200,000. 
About 75 per cent of the 
losses are covered by insurance. 
Lieutenant McFeoters of the fire de­ 
partment fell through the floor in one 
of the buildings and was badly, though 
not fatally hurt.

four years. In 1893 Charles Orchardson, 
an artist, and at one

candidate for mqyar against the late 
garter Harrison, was married to Mrs. 
Merrick at Quincy, Ilia 
Mrs. Merrick, 
\ybo was over 80 years old, was the pos­ 
sessor of property worth something like 
$100,000. Orchardson, who was 60 years 
old, met Mrs. Merrick at a spiritualistic 
seance in Quincy conducted by Vera 
Ava, better known as Odelia Dis de Bar, 
and with her help, it is alleged, pre­ 
vailed upon the aged Mrs. Merrick to 
marry him and make a will leaving her 
property to him. 
Mrs. Merrick died 
within a year. 
Shortly after her death, 
Mrs. Merrick's relatives brought suit to 
have the marriage set aside.

Q u a rte rly R ep o rt of tho S ta te B o ard on 
Diseases an d F a talitie s. 
I n d ia n a p o lis , Dec. 24.—The qu arter­ 
ly bulletin of the state board of health, 
issued late yesterday, shows an increase 
of 584 deaths over the p reced in g quar­ 
ter. 
Of this increase in deaths, 210 
were due to typhoid fever aud diph­ 
theria. 
There were 462 deaths from 
phthisis, being 74 less than the preced­ 
ing qnarter. 
The board states that this 
showing is remarkable, as a decreae was 
not anticipated. Of scarlet fever there 
were IO deaths, and 230 cases, a decrease 
of five deaths and an increase of 57 
cases. 
Cases of diphtheria reported, 
484; deaths, 125. 
Percentage of mortal­ 
ity. 25.8. 
The mortality for the preced­ 
ing quarter from diphtheria was 47.8 
per cent. 
The mortality from measles 
for this quarter was 7.1 per cent of the 
cases.

24.—Fire broke oat last 
evening in the basement of the 5-story 
building at 104 Madison street, the first 
floor aud basement of which were occu­ 
pied by the Tosetti Cafe aud Restaurant 
company and the second floor by the 
billiard parlors of Frank Mussey. The 
blaze was insignificant at first aud a 
crowd of people gathered on the side­ 
walk in front of the building to watch 
the work of the firemen.

Mussey’s billiard parlors were filled

EXPLOSION CAUSED BY GAS.

Chic ado, Dec 24.—Fire broke oat last 
evening in the basement of the 5-story 
building at 104 Madison street, the first 
floor and basement of which were occu­ 
pied by the Tosetti Cafe aud Restaurant 
company and the second floor by the 
billiard parlors of Frank Massey. The 
blaze was insignificant at first and a 
crowd of people gathered on the side­ 
walk in front of the building to watch 
the work of the firemen. 
About one

in pushing back the throng, when a 
terrific explosion of natural gas took 
place.

Dozens of people were thrown from 
their feet and 23 were injured, but only 
ane fatally. 
The explosion caused a wild panic in 
the street aud in the frantic rush for 
safety which followed many people 
were thrown down and trampled upon 
That ninny were not killed and many 
more injured was little short of a mir- 
a Ie. 
Mussey’s billiard parlors were filled 
with players when the explosion came 
aud the men who had paid little atten­ 
tion to the stuall blare in the basement 
appreciated the situation at its proper 
value when the windows went sailing 
into the street and pLister began to 
come down on their heads. 
Many of 
them escaped by the stairway, some 
took to the fire escape aud those who 
were left wore taken out by the fire­ 
men. The fire spread through the build* 
ing with great rapidity after the explo­ 
sion and within IO minutes it was blaz­ 
ing fiercely. The severe weather caused 
much of the water to freeze, aud within 
an hour the building resembled an ice­ 
berg with a furnace iii its interior. 
From the time the fire broke out nntil 
after midnight traffi - was entirely sus­ 
pended on the west side and north side 
streetcar lines.
